> Still to Be Sailed.® 


Lea Is Third In Fourth Heat, That 
' Decides Holding of the British- 
American Trophy. 


COWES, Isle of Wight, Aug. 13 (Asso-' 
clated Press).—Great Britain is. going to 
have nothing: to worry about when the 
last. two heats in the British-American 
Cup race for six-meter yachts are sailed 
et Ryde this week, for the British yachts 
annexed the prize today by defeating 
the-American boats, 24 points to 12, in 
the fourth heat. 

Today's, ‘scores, added to those of the 
previous heats, gave.the. Britisit a total 
of 96. points to 48 for the Americans, 
and it would ‘be impossible’ for the 
yachts from overseas to obtain enough 
points in the final races to put them in 
the. lead, 

Coila, III., owned by F. J. Stephens, 
won today’s heat, while another British- 
‘|}owned yacht, the Reg, finighed second. 
‘The American yacht Lea was third. 
Great Britain took fourth and {fifth 
piace with the Capelle and Suzette, re- 
spectively, 

Great Britain now has won the cup 
twice, while America has captured it 
once. The British boats this year have 
been able to recapture the cup by. mak- 
ing the most out of the frequently un- 
favorable conditions, with the result that 
they took first and second place in all 


America next year. 

The fourth heat will be sailed today 
over, a fourteen-mile course off this is- 
land. The American owners were not 
discouraged by the defeat of their craft 
in Saturday’s light airs, for conditions 
then were about as flukey as-could be 
imagined. Light to moderate southwest 
winds prevailed. 

The American.yacht Lea led from the 
start and completed the first round with. 
a good lead. Behind her were the Brit- 


ish craft Coila, IlI., Reg and Capelle.

ILLEGAL BUSES YS. LEGAL. 

Doubtless one of Mayor HYLan’s 
ready letter-writers could make a vio- 
lent retort to the communication sent 
to him yesterday by the Transit’ Com- 
mission, but that could not now pre- 
vent the public from knowing the 
exact state of the case. Chairman 
McANENY points out that ‘the sole ‘im- 
mediate issue is whether the buses are 
to be operated unlawfully or lawfully. 
It is not_a question of any particular 
attorney seeking to enforce the man- 
date of the court, The whole matter 
is one of public law, not of. private 
interest. The courts all the way up 
havé held that the use of the city 
streets for running buses without a 
franchise from the Board of Estimate, 
and -without a» certificate of . con- 
venience and necessity from the State 
authorities, is in violation of the law. 
If no one élse undertakes to see that 
this decision i8 lived up to, it is unbe- 
lievable that the courts themselves will 
not do it. Hence it is virtually cer- 
tain that in. one way or another the 
existing bus lines operating without a 
franchise will have to be discontinued, 
at least fora time.  _ 

They are not* absolutely . indispen- 
sable to the city’s transpo on: facil- 
ities, but they are of real. convenience; 
something .like .70,000 persons use 
them daily. To suspend them entirely 
would mean. a hardship to many. 
But there is.a sure, rapid and leg@ 
way of avoiding this: Mr. -McANENY 
reminds the Board of Estimate that it 
has full power to grant .short-term 
franchises. to’ all’ these imperiled ‘bus 
lines, in a way perfectly to safeguard 
the rights of the city and the public 
alike; and he. declares the readiness 
of the Transit Commission to issue the 
necessary certificates with the shortest 
possible delay.._ 

Thus the whole question narrows 
down to the Mayor’s willingness. to 
take steps to continue the operation 
of the buses without interruption and 
ina legal-manner, If he is resolved 
upon, somee other method later, after 
he may have secured warrant from the 
Legislature, that need not stop him 
from acting.so as to meet the presert 
emergency ih the way indicated by the 
Chairman of the Transit Commission. 
Should the Mayor, however, prefer to 
have the buses ordered off the streets 
and their patrons inconvenienced so 
that he might continue trying to make 
political. capital out, of it all, that 1s 
his own affair. But at least the city, 
will understand.

The ‘new .German: Cabinet headed ‘by 

STRESEMANN represents diverse polit- 
ical factors. ‘The Chancellor himself 
has always been associated with the 
industrialists, and was one of the 
organizers of STINNES’s ‘German .Peo- 
ple’s Party. His Minister of Finance 
is‘ classed as a Radical, the Minister 
of Home Affairs belongs’ to the Centre 
Party, the Minister of Justice is a 
Socialist, and the Ministers of Defense. 
and Labor are left over from the Cuno 
Government. ‘Together-they assume 
to, control 372 out of 469 votes in the 
Reichstag. Out of this number the

Her statement sums up the conclusion 
réached by, the Bureau, of Public Mar- 
kets-after concultation ‘with the whole- 
sale’ bakers. in the city and after a 
week's investigation of 1,500 out of 3,000 
tetail bakers, sonducted by a corps of 
125 market inspettors acting under the 
Deputy Commissioner's orders. ; 

The investigation was ‘uridertaken by. 
authority of Conimisstener .O’Malley. at" 
the instance of the New York Woman's 
Market Committee, which represents 300 
civic organizations. The inspectors dis- 
covered that the ‘‘ pound loat’’ sold by 
retail bakers weighed anywhere ‘froin 


the atmosphere. ‘ In@onscquence/of this 
discovery, the. Buréau of Public Mar- 
kets has decided, regardless, of the pres- 
ent price controversy, to try to make 
compulsory the sale of bread. by weight. 
taking as a unit a standardized four- 
teen-ounce loaf of wheat bread. 

‘* ‘Water bread * should not be on the 
market,”’ declared Mrs. Welzmiller, *‘ as 
it ig?giot a complete food. Bread com- 
poses 70 per cent. of the diet of chil- 
dren from 2 to. 14+and one-third of 
the adult's diet.° At present we. have 
"no standard quality of bread arid ‘the 
price, weight and—quality are used by: 
retailers to camouflage profiteering.’” 

Conference’ With: Wholesalers 


Yesterday afternoon the bureau’ con- 
ferred. with representatives of the “whole- 
sale bakers, and Commissioner O’ Malley, 
Deputy ‘Commissioner Welzmiller and 
Harry Tipton of the’ Ward Baking Com- 
pany were present.
